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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 24-25, applicant argues that 
Gutleber does not teach "step c, involving cyclically alternating execution of steps a) and b). By means of the cyclical alternation 

(separated in time with respect to each other), the method is proceeding with the first partial antenna (without notch) having a signal (with a 
certain amplitude or Intensity) and/or whether or not such a signal also occurs during a subsequest operation with the second partial 
antenna. The alternate operation of two antenna system as required. 

Response: Gutleber teaches the cyclical alternation separated In time with respect to each other (see column 2, lines 30-40) which meets 
steps a), b) and c). The claims 24 & 25 claim that the partial antenna having a signal with a notch of missing or reduced intensity within a 
narrow anfular region which Gulteber teaches on column 2, lines 30-33. Gutteber teaches there are two seperated antenna system as 
shown In Flg.1. 
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
